New Method of Learning to Read 
Does Away With Alphabet 
Most children know instinctively 
that there is something wrong about 
the uninteresting and stupid alphabet. 
It doesn’t seem reasonable to them, 


and they hate it. Now, it seems 
they are right. 
Progressive educational studen's 


have hit upon a plan to teach chil- 
dren to read by the new and efficient 
method of sound reading, which elim- 
Bate the necessity of learning the A. 

.C.’s. 

This new method is recognized as 
one of the most important discoveries 
in modern educational systems and 
bids falr soon to come into general 
use. 

The whole system of the English 
language is based upon sound. Every 
word spoken is made up of one or 
more distinct sounds. No one speaks 
a word without giving utterance to 
some of these sounds. When we say 
[ees we do not name the three letters, 
as c-a-t, but we give the sound of c 
and at, blended together and get cat. 

The child by this new sound-reading 
method is taught to work out words by 
| means of what is known as the family 
}group. After learning the sounds of 
the consonants the child takes up dif- 
ferent families, as the at, the an, and 
the ill families, and builds. words as 
c-at, reat, m-at, m-an, r-an, f-ill, r-ill, 
etc., adding little by little until a large 
vocabulary is acquired. This is the 
foundation of the new method of 
teaching known as the phonic method. 

The first important thing for the 
child to learn is reading, in order that 
it may be able to gain information for 
itself. It is therefore of the greatest 
importance that the child be taught 
this as soon ag possible. 

With the time-wasting alphabet, a 
child was considered somewhat of a 
prodigy that could master the letters 
and their order at the age of five 
years. Many months were wasted by 
| the children in having those 26 char- 
acters implanted in their minds. It 
has been demonstrated by the new 
phonic system that children can ac- 
quire the ability to read in much less 
time than by the old A B C method, 
and advancement is much more rapid. 

Sounds and not names of letters 
should be mastered first, for words are 
only sounds or combination of sounds. 
If the name of the letter is learned 
first, as under the old method, it inter- 
feres with the appreciation of the 
sound element in the word and unne- 
cessarily complicates the process of 
| learning to read. 
| After the child has commenced to 
read and has acquired a vocabulary 
and the.ability to recognize certain 
words, the names of the letters and 
spelling are introduced. The primary 
work, however, is to”teach the child 
to read, and a knowledge of the alpha- 
bet is not necessary to acccmplish 
this. 
| By the phonic method the child is 
taught to recognize the word and its 
name as a whole. For instance, the 
word dog is recognized, taken in and 
absorbed by the child as one thing in 
its entirety, Mstead of learning the 
three distinct characters of which the 
word is composed. It is just as easy 
for the child to do this as to resort to 
the old, cumbersome method of pick- 
ing out the three separate cnaracters. 

Many who are teaching reading by 
the old A B C method think that is 
the best possible way, but the Modern 
Progress League has shown by actual 
practice that under the new plan chil- 
dren can be taught to read quite in- 
telligently without knowing a «ingle 
letter by name. 

One of the advocates of this system 


was questioned as to whether this 
phonic reading would not tend to 
make the child a poor speller, He 


said: I do not believe the new meth- 
jod makes poor spellers. 


But I do 
think the old system of striking out 
the silent letters in words did affect 
the spelling. On the whole, I think 
children read and spell much better 
and in a much shorted time when 
taught by the phonic system. 


Diving Without Hose 
Hose for conducting air from the 
surface to the diver under the water 
has heretofore been considerec indis- 
penseble. An elaborate outfit of 
pumps operated either on land or in 


boats was necessary to force fresh 
air continuously through a_ great 


j length of hose to the man below the 


}; one 


surface. Now the inventive brain 
of a German has conceived and put 
into successful operation an ingen- 
fous device which will probably do 
away with the old apparatus for div- 


ing. 
By this method the diver carries 
on his bazk two steel bottles con- 


taining highly compressed oxygen. 
Another cylinder contains chemicals 
for absorbing the carbonic acid cx- 
haled from the lungs. A system of 
piping carries all tke impure air 
breathed out to a chamber contain- 
ing the absorbing chemical. In th« 
compartment the deadly carbonic 
acid gas is entirely eliminated, A 
small amount of oxygen, just enough 
to renew the air, is added to the 
changed and regenerated exhalations 
and passed on t0¥a compartment in 
the helmet, where it can be Inhaled 
through the nosadpr mouth. By this 
system the vitiated air is continually 
being made over into new. 

It 1g thought this device will do 
away with the accidents and some- 
times loss of life which have occas- 
fonally happened through defects in 
the diving hose or pumping aappara- 
tus co long in use. But while the 
diver may carry his.atmosphre, as 
does his wardrobe, along with 
him, he cannot yet quite disconnect 
himself from the outer world, as the 
signal line is still necessary for 
means of con:munication.

An Aerolite Fires a Village and Wipes 
It Out of Existence 


The recont terrific storms which 
swept over Spain has yielded a large 
crop of woird stories. Here is one 
whick has just been recelved. 

The village of Alcocer, near Valen- 
cia, has been practically wiped out 
and the surrounding country ravaged 
by an aerolite of great size. 

Shortly aftor noon there dropped 
from a cloudless sky a great ball of 
fire. A deafening series of detona- 
tions like a thourand rifle shots re 
sounded through the atmosphere, and 
scattering tongues of flame in all dil- 
rections, the heavy mass buried itself 
in the earth. : 

The surrounding country was set 
on fire, and within an hour nothing 
but blackened masses of smouldering 
cinders remained of farmhouses, hay- 
lofts and g.thered cgops of hay, wheat 
and olives. 

The whole population of Alcocer was 
at the moment attending a requiem 
service in the church, some two miles 
distant. But for that circumstance 
the loss of life would have been ter- 
rible. As it was five persons were 
seriously burnt, one of them are

At the moment the aerolite fell at 
Alcocer a terrific thunderstorm, which 
was accompanied by a rain of stones, 
some the size of «ranges end weighing 
nearly two pounds, burst over the 
neighboring villages « Benavites and 
Cuartil. 

The ground wus covered in places 
tu a depth of five inches by these 
stones. A pungent odor of sulphur 
pervaded ‘the locality for hours after 
the phenomenon.

How Rockefeller Got His Start 

When I was ten years old I had suc- 
ceeded in earning some money. It 
was $50. I loaned it to a neighbor at 
7 per cent. interest. In a year the 
money earned me $3.50. From that 
time onward i determincd to make 
money work for me, 

So writes John Davison Rockefeller 
who began to make a living almost ag 
soon as he could work. At 10 he 
was earning 37 cents a day hoeing 
a ne:ghbor’s potatd* fields. In 1853, 
when he was 14, he ieft his Tioga 
County, N.Y., birthplace for Cleveland. 
There he got a jb as office boy. Lat- 
er he became a clerk; then cashier and 
bookkeeper for a mercantile house. He 
and two friends managed tu borrow 
enough iaoney to take hold of a petrol- 
eum refinery. Rockfeler saw wonder- 


ful possibilities in ofl and he reached | 
out for one refinery after another, un-| 


til in 1861 he was able to organize 
the Standard Oil Co. Six years later 
the Standurd O{l Trust was formed 
and Rockefellzr was on the way to fa- 
bulous fortune He had a genius for 
borrowing. Indeed, his start was 
made on borrowec capital plus genius.

\ DETECTING ICEBERGS AT SEA 


4O SAVE CRYSTAL PALACE 


Scme Wonderful Inventions to Prevent | Lord Mayor Appeals to London Times 


Ocean Disasters 


Since the terrible Titanic disaster, 
scientists and engin-ers have been de- 
voting much time end means by 
which ships may detec the vicinity of 
icebergs. The old method consisted of 
lowering a ther>:ometer into the wa- 
ter when the icoberg zone’ wis being 
approached, the distance of the 
bergs being judged according to the 
ee of the water in the vicin- 

y. 

Since the increase in the speed of 
big liners, however, th.s method has 
been found to be quite inadequate, be- 
ing neither safe, quick nor accurate. 
One of the most reliable inventions 
for detecting icebergs at sea seems to 
be that of Dr. Coplans, of the Univer- 
sity of Leeds, who has invented an ap- 
paratus which detects the p.esence of 
icebergs by giving readings of the sa- 
line contents of the water. The near- 
er an iceberg is to the ship the less is 
the amount of salt in solution tn the 
water. In conjunction with the Unit- 
ed States and Canadian Governments 
Dr. Coplans has been exrrying out a 
series of experiments on these lines 
which are expected to have most im- 
portant results, and whic:. should do 
muck towards rendering impossible 
such disasters as that hich overtook 
the illfated Titanic.

It is a curious fact, by the way. ir 
regard to this instrument, tha! when 
an iceberg is being approached the in- 
strument actually records : rise in 
| temperature, this, however, b ‘ng fol- 
{lowed by a rapid fall. The explana- 
tion is that the water roma melting | 
iceberg, leaving the berg at its cold- 
lest, gradually travels outward and be- 
|comes warmed by the absorption of 
heat from the sun. 

Submarine signalling, too, for the| 
prevention of disasters in foggy wea- 
ther, is atso being closely studied by 
experts, for it is recognized that there } 
is much room for improvement In the 
signalling apparatus used .t the pre- 
sent time on board ship. Fog-horns, 
sirens, and other apparatus used for 
sending sound through the air to or} 
from ships at sea are regarded as very | 
unsatisfactory, and it is estimated that | 
in ten years no fewer than 1,000 ves- 
|sels were wrecked, resulting in the} 
{loss of 500 human lives, owing solely 
to aberrations of sound or <o echoes. 

The modern system of submarine 
signalling consists of b:lls sunk in at 
least 20 feet of water, operated by elec- 
tricity or pneumatic or hydraulic pres- | 
sure. It is said that a submarine bell ; 
can he heard at a greater distance 
than any fog-horn, siren, or an; other 
generally used air signal or ‘device, 
and it is recorded that one cf these 
bells was heard at a distance of from 
ten to fift»-n miles. 

The receiving apparatus is very sim- 
ple, consisting of two cast-iron tanks, | 
which are placed below the water-line 
on either side of the ship's bows and 
in contact with the shell of the ship.

A private citizen, whose identity is 
to remain unknown except to the Lord 
Mayor and The Times, offered to con- 
tribute ten shillings for every sover- 
eign subscribed by the endc_a certain 
month, limiting his responsib‘lity in 
this “espect, however, to $150,000. 

The Times gave $5,000, the Duke of 
Westminster $5,000, W. Perkins Ball 
$5,000, the Rothschilds $1,250, and fur- 
ther isrge and small sums were soon 
added, 

The other rewspapers of England 
immediately rallied tc the support of 
The Times, and the prospect is favor- 
able for speedily securing Crystal Pal- 
ace for the 1 ation.

Forty-Sixth Anniversary of Great Am-

Muscallonge, Pike and Pickerel are 


all Closely Related. 


Three divistons of the piko family 
are known to anglers, and these are 
named muscallonge, pike and plicker- 
el, The gamest of the group, of 
course is the muscallonge, and stu- 
dents claim that two varieties are 


found. This may or may not be 
true, but they confuse the Great 
Northern pike with the muskle in 


many parts of the country. 

In this section we generally con- 
sider the muscallonge as the largest 
member of the pike family as specti- 
mens as large as 100 pounds have 
been reported, but in Europe the com- 
mon pike often runs to a correspond- 
ing size. 

Muscallonge, pike and pickerel of 
course, are all more or less similar 
in shape, and their fins are of the 
same number, the base body coloring 
of green or yellow also being simi- 
lar in the different specie:. In all 
too, tha belly color ranges from white 
to cream. But this is as far as the 
similarity goes. In the muscallonge 
the body markings are always and 
invariably a dark brown or black and 
are either round ‘spots or vertical 
blotches, according to one well 
known author,

We may 
sinile? notion so crude, Two 
hundre€ ars ago, and more, South 
American Wdians began relleving the 
pangs of indigestion by eating the 
stomachs of ostriches. We may im- 
agine them removing from those or- 
gans any residum of nails, or door- 
cnob., which might remain there. For 
4long time this rude remedy wis 
ldyghed at by Spaniards and English- 
men. Today, throughout the world, 
pepsin takes its plece among the 
trustworthy resources of pharmacy 
and this pepsin is prepared from the 
stomachs, not of ostriches, but of 
swine—bravely competitive with os- 
triches in feats of digestion. 

Nutrition, which follows upon diges- 
tion, seems to cepend upon the thyr- 
old gland, conspicuous in the human 
throat as Adam's apple. When one 
of the lower animals suffers the re- 
moval of its thyroid gland, nutrition is 
at, once seriously disturbed. If the 
poor brute under experiment has 
pieces of fresh gland grafted boneath 
ts skin, the derangement of nutrition 
is forthwith checked. An extract 
from such a gland serves just as well. 
A singular fact is that thyroid glands 
in healthy and mature animals con- 
tain more iodine than does any other 
tissue; and the activily of a gland as 
a remedy {s in proportion to the iodine 
it contans.

In 
such cases welcome relic? follows up- 
on the administration of thyroid ex- 
tract; its particles seem to fly to the 
places where they find simila: parti- 
cles, Much as iron filings speed to 
the magnet swayed above them. 

Other glands, in elaborate tests, are 
proving to be equally helpful to phy- 
sicians. Take, for example, those 
borne immediately abov: the kidney. 
They yield a preparation called adre- 
nalin. This powerfully closes the 
smaller blood-vessels, so that it ar- 
rests bleeding, which unchecked, 
might threaten death. . Its uses are 
golden in-many severe surgical oper- 
ations. Thus from a quarter unimag- 
ined twenty years ago disease con- 
fronts a new foe, and health finds a 
faithful defendei.

Srigandace In Northern Manchurla 

Commercial conditions in North 
Manchuria during the year 1912, have 
been far from satisfactory, says Mr. 
Mr. A, BH. Eastes, the British Acting 
Consul at Harbin, in his report. for 
1912. Even at this great distance from 
the centres of the Chinese revolution 
which broke out in the autumn of 
1911, he says, its effects have been 
manifested in lessening the already 
sufficiently vague and shadowy au- 
thority exercised by Chinese official- 
dom over the population. y 

A direct incentive was thus given 
to lawless acts of brigandage, and 
large numbers swelled the ranks of 
the redoubtable Hunghutzu or red 
beards who infested the countryside 
and made a prosperous livelihood by 
means of rapine and the holding for 
ransom of persons and property. Such 
terror €id these-men exercise that car- 
riers refused to face the risk of the 
road unless very highly paid, and the 
prices commanded for tue hire of their 
services and vehicles rose to one hun- 
dred and fifty per cent. in excess of 
the nominal figure. f 

The natural result was that far 
smaller quantities of cereals were vb- 
tainable than had been anticipated, 
and the local prices rose to an almost 
prohibitive scale—from $15 to $20 
per ton; failures were noi infrequent, 
and the more substantial merchants 
were in many cases only able to load 
the vessels chartered to fulfil their 
forward contracts,at a serious loss. 
Instead of the anticipated large in- 
crease in the exports of soya beans 
during the year 1912, for the haulage 
of which the Chinese Hastern Railway 
had made elaborate preparaticns, the 
value of exports of this commodity 
was actually only some 77 per cent. 
of the figures reached in 1911. 

Prior to the end of 1912 the Chinese 
took no steps to cope with the state 
of affairs; it 1s, however, satisfactory 
to be able to report that at the time 
of writing (April, 1913) efficient mili- 
tary measures of repression have been 
carried out, and in the chief producing 
centres within 100 miles radius of 
Harbin order and safety to life and 
property he.ve been restored.

Th. Gypsy and his Way of Living 

Real Romanies or Gypsies, are very 
scarce in this country und most of 
the people who travel and pose as 
gypsies here are either tramps or hy- 
brids, the result of intermarriage of 
the real gypsy with other races. Gyp- 
sies are very: numerous in England, 
but it is necessary to have a guide 
if the visitors would like to see them 
in their fayorite haunts. Of late 
years, law, order and sanitary condl- 
tions have driven the Romanies into 
secluded nooks and forest lingles. In 
such places can be seen the oval roof- 
ed caravan, quite unlike the palatial 
conveyance of would-be imitators or 
show people. Here also .can be 


that vast throng of people, the Israel- 
ites, who lived the gipsy life,and were 
tent dwellers. ‘In the camp the elder 
gypsies can be heard spedking in « 
strange tongue, for the real gypsy 
speaks the Romany language, and the 
parent's hearts are sad today. because 


their offsprin.. prefer speaking in 
E:glish. Round the ‘Zog’ or fire over 
which hangs a blackened pot, which 
generally contains a .:tew of rabbits 
and vegetables culled from the neigh- 
boring fields, the ‘chavvies’ or chil- 
dren anxiously wait, while a dog of 
the greyhound specie also waits ex- 
pectedly tc be rewarded for bringing 
his contribution to the family larder. 
On the. bushes hangs the family wash? 
ing, while browsing on the coarse 
grass so familiar to “nglish common 
land, a few horses and donkeys may 
be seen All these things make an 
int resting picture of primitive life. 
Some people have rather pecullar 
ideas concerning gyps:.es. First of all 
let me say that all gypsies are not 
dark. As I visit the various camps 
during mission work I find hundreds 
of fair gypsies. Originally the gyp- 
sies Were an eastern people but like 
other people they have turned their. 
feet westward and climate with other 
causes inay have altered them cou- 
siderably. My father wa. a thor- 
ough gypsy, but quite fair. In the 
old days intermarriages with ‘Gorgois 
house dwellers, meant expulsion for 
the offender from the tribe. * 

The Romany girl is betrothed at the 
age ct fourteen, but at least two years 
must elapse ere marriageg shall take 
place. This is not a time of court- 
ship, the betrothed must treat eacb 
other as ordinary acquaintances or 
the maich {is broken off. The mar- 
riage would usually take place in a 
secluded forest glen. A long hazel 
branch is brought, the pair step over 
the branch, and are then acc\aimed | 
‘rawny’ and ‘rye,’ which means man 
and wife. ' Supérstition lies deep in 
the heart of the gyps‘es, and by the 
stars they forecast many happenings. 
When the head of the tribe dies the 
caravan, clothes, etc, are burned and 
the ashes scattered over the grave.
